ASSEMBLY DIAGRAM INSTRUCCIONES DE ENSAMBLAJE 



WOOD SCREWS INCLUDED TORNILLOS ESTAN INCLUIDOS. 


Note: All boards on the top shelf are the same length 
as the inner boards (B) of the lower shelves. The outer 
boards (A) for the lower shelves need to be cut shorter 
so the vertical support legs (C) can pass through the 
holes in the ShelfLinks. 

1. Begin building the shelves by laying the inner boards (B) 
on a flat surface and attaching them to the ShelfLinks 
with the screws provided. Make sure these inner boards 
do not cover the openings for the vertical support legs (C). 

2. Cut the vertical support legs (C) and slide the partially 
assembled shelves in place. You are able to compensate 
for an uneven or sloped floor by varying the lengths of 
the legs. 

3. When the shelves are at the desired height, first fasten 
the screw at the ends (D) of the ShelfLinks to make the 
unit square. Next fasten the remaining screws in all the 
slots provided. 

4. Cut the outer shelf boards (A) to fit tight enough that 
you must tap them into place. This gives the unit 
maximum stability. You can tilt the unit to get access 
to the screws for the lower shelves. 

5. If you want to secure the unit to the wall, guide notches 
are provided on the inside of the ends of the ShelfLinks 
for drill and screw location. 
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
